THE OLD DOMINION.

The Blne Ridge Negro Stationary,

The Story of Buall Ruan.

Marasans (Ve ) Corresponilonce of Chioago Tiwos,
here in this new land]|

we oan seo hut little boyond our own sur
roundings. Tho sky shuts in round about
us like a book that is read. Wo do not
see beyond its purple rim,  We remom-
ber thoe outaide world, only na wo saw it
Inst, forgotting that the rest of the world
i :uslnn:.:urm‘-'. too: that the roar of
progress s heard quite beyond the reach
of our own ears; that the forge and the
furnance, almost around the girdle of the
earth, are turning shares into plowshares
andd apears into pruning hookas.

And do not forget that the world is
boowing down  here, after its fashion,
juat as it is in New York, Boston and
London.  Many miles remote  from any
ratlvond, where 1 have been spending the
wist two weeks away up on the Bloe
Ridgo, 1 found things driving along
about as lively as in Oregon or California.
The order ef things s broken a bit, and
the farm of 4,000 acres, on which 1 found
hospitality, has swallowed up many a
smnll hwime; but it is in the line of pro

gress, and all seom hnppy, all are cer.
tainly quite industvious, contont, honeat,
prosperous, The railroad cars that hug
the Piedmont are all the time gronning
under the loads of fat, sleek, eattle, hogs,
turkeys, chickens, and fruita,  Omly last
woek 1 osaw two eardonds of Concorid
grapes on their way to Washington  The
brandy we drank at this ntl Virginia
home was distilled not more  than ten
milea away.

And with all this material progroess let
us put it upon record that the Virginian
in still the old Virginian,  And lot us be
thankful for that.  He, with his solid no

tions of honor, truth, piety, purity, hos-
pitality, is a good anchor to the nation,
This old Virginian, under whose solid
mahogany 1 have had my legs, is building
n barn,  Every timber in this barn 1 have
hnd to approve and praise for ita solidity
and permanence,  His head is bloasoming
near the soventies, but he stumps about
und thumps everything with his big oak
suck to seo that it is “solid! solid! solid!
sah!”  Heo is building a stone wall about
his thousanda of mountain aeres, and, al

thorgh he well knows he will never Live
to see it completed, he lays the founda-
tion deep in the earth; solid! solid! solid!
And his character, as well as those of his
neighbors seems to e quito as substan:
tinl, At breakfast one morning, a bottle
of honey, so-called, was brought upon
the table to be spread upon the erisp and
smoking corn cakes. Well, this**honey”
proved to be glucose,  This glucose has
been ]mllrvll i upon a "]lnm‘ycnmh"
which some Yankes has made by nachin-
ory. The good and gray old man had
just finished saying grace,  DBut he got
up.  He struck his fist in the air, and |

tell you he fairly turned the atmosphere
lue.  “In Wrance, sah, that grocer's

He would be tried
for adultery, sah! Yes, sah; the laws of
Moses mean  just that, sah. It menns
that you shall not adulterate sugar, or
coflee, or tea, or honey, or any of God's
gifts to man, sah! Honey? honey! That's
the work of honest bees, sah! It's
gl\}mmu,glucuac —sticky, stinking glucose,
sah!"

Whatever advance the Virginia negro,
made of darker if not coarse clay than
nurselves, way be making in other parts
of thiscontinent, in the heart of the Blue
Ridge he is stationary ns n post. Not
one, with n.sing!u exception, owns the
land on which his neat little whitewashed
hut stands in ita little patch of corn and
potatoes; nor does he aspire to own it.
Heo generally has a cow and o few pigs,
many hens, a few turkeys, lots of dogs,
and a f:urfcct cloud of merry little chil-
dren hover about his home; and all are
very happy—healthy, too, Of course
they are ignorant, and must remain so,
even as those of a better class or more
favored color, ina sparsely-settled region.
On Sunday no one, black or white,
seemed to think of going to church. But
down ina little dimple of the earth,
under the oaks, a doxen or two of young
negroes gathered und passed the grenter
part of the sweet September day swing-
ing each other, laughing, chatting, sing-
ing and making merry in the most in-
nocent and Arcadian way, The old Vir-
ginia gentleman Muuret{ me that they
are good at heart, fairly honest, reason.
ably industrious, very happy, and very
helpless, He constantly sccmed to be
making presents to some one of the hun-
dred or so on his lands of shoes, hats
and clothing of one kind and another,
and 1 am sure they all love the old gen-
tleman and regard him almost with rey-
urence,

One afternoon, along with & small
party, I went hunting for wild turkeys
over the vast track of four thonsand sores
af hill and valley, wood and meadow
land. And I am sure we galloped
through about fifty orchards, and saw
quite as many deserted homes with the
once cultivated fields of Dblue grass, and
stones falling back into a state of nature,
Now I know it is stated and believed that
the owners of these fields fell in the war,
Not so, These men pushed over the
Blue range long ago.  Even s early as
the day when the present state of “11li-
nois County, State of Virginin,” these lit-
tle mountain  homes were  being massed
together, and resolving themselves into
great cattlo ranches like this one on
which I have ju't been sponding the
most delightful days of wy life. How
many strange, old.pew stories one finds
down here among  these anciont people,
And how many eurious relics of days **bo-
fore the war, sah.”

In the last month of Presidont  Jack-
s0n's administration he called in a young
artist, whom 1 am not permitted to nume
now, Lo do a ministure of his decessod
wifo on ivory., This young man was bui
nineteen, and the old  soldier seems o
have taken him quite to his hoart, from the
lettora and other things he had preserved.
The last fow days of Jackson's adminis-
cration he kopt the artist constantly with
bim, and at work on the miniature,
Every hour the horo of New Orleans
would come and look over his shoulder in
his deep concern about his progress of the
waork, The room veeupicd, which was the
General's private office at  that time, was
the one on  the richt,  immediately

at the head of the main stirway. Tho
artist—now a gray, old Virginian and
vminent in quite another walk of life—

siays that in these lust few duys the Presi-
dent was left quite alone. The ties that
bazg about to suck the sweets of offios had
flown to his successor,  The king is dead ;
long live the king. President Jackson
had nothing more Lo bestow, and so was
left in amost entire solititude, The gen-
eral would not lot the artist go away, but
kopt hin ot his side in the private office
evon to the last hour, while he looked
over and destroyed his papers.  As Lo

Wil n
nman of war or & man of peace, or folt
the weight of cannon on his  shouldora
an he bere about this great battle  ning
This railway station s about thirty
miles from  Washington City, through
the city of Jnokson, which was  luid out
and buried, too—during Jackson's ad-
ministration; also through Alexandrin, n
storied town, where Washington went to
church after he had buried the hatchet
and that cherry tree opinode.  We got a
good dinner ot Manassas, and hirmg o
tenm and driver we sot out for the battle
field of Boll Run, four miles  distant,
over the samoe rond which Beauroegard
travelled to meet MoDowel on duly 21,
18461,

The trouble now ia not what to say
but what not to say in s single lotter,
Birivtly, then, the South was mnasing for
bittle at this point,  You ean to this day
see miles of carthworks here. Fort
Beanregard is atill an imposing  pieco of
fortitication, earthwork, with  peach.
trovs, pear troes, willows, and in fact all
kinds of wild ns well as tame woods
climbing ovor. It is too henvy to level
down and restore again to the dominion
of the plough.  But nearly all the othor
lines and earth forte have quietly sur

rondered to the  husbandian,  and,
mounting thero ln-||i|_\', the tall corn
stands in regimonts, flashing  its  groen,
bont sabies in the sun,

This first battle of Bull Run  stands
first in the alphabet of great Ameriean
battles, Greater battlon hinve been fought
hoereabouts; o groater battle, indeed, on
this same ground.  But the first hias fus-
tencd itse!f upon us,  There is o savage
fiscination about it which we who lived
on that day cannot escape,  And yot it
wins not yestorday. 1 saw lounging
agninst a lamp-post here at Mannssas, nov
an hour ago, a Lmulmmm young South-
ernor pulling at his moustache. 1 ap-
preached and asked him of thebattle, He
hud been born since it was fought,  So
you seo it was not fought yesterday, this
buttle of Bull Run, when the cannon
shook the earth even to the shores of
Orvegon.  And do you know the North
layed the nir of “Dixie’” in  this first
mitle? Itisso,  The South had not yet
learned it, but played **The Girl 1 Leit
Behind Me.”  Let us look in upon this
battlefield na we look upon the face of
one whom we knew well nearly n -[lunrlur
of a century ngo. lir a wide, well-kept
country road, through corn fields and
clumpa of onk, chestnut, walnut, hickory,
apd half o dozen other kinds of scrub
troes, some of them badly shot to picces,
wo were driven toward the muddy, slug-
ish, crooked and ugly little stroam of
tull Run, In this drive of four miles
we met one man on horseback; we passed
one man on & horse, and a barefoot negro
boy on foot, driving n little flock of
sheep.  Overhead 1 saw a single raven,
not a bird, not a squirrel,on either hand.
but the crickets and grasshoppers in the
corn fields and clumps of woed on either
side of us chirped and sang incessantly,
At the end of four miles we turned
through a gate to the right into a field;
cows wero acattered here and their around
the crescent of the hill; on the crest of
the hill stood a long, frame farm house;
buck of this house a little brown stone
monument to the dead woldiers; in front
of it, in the door-yard, a gravestone, The
house, which formerly stood here, had

been torn to aplinters during the battle.

The lady buried in the grave in the door-

yard was killed here. She was the mother
of the kind old gentleman who now in-

horits this place. This battle-field was

his mother's farm. 1t is now his and he

shows you over it, He was teaching
school down at Alexandrin at the time his
mother was killed here—a school teancher
for forty years, He and higsister live in

his old gray house together; no one but
these two old deaf people for many a mile
about. The peach trees are broaking
down under londs of fruit in the heart of
the battle-ficld, a little way down the
slope of the hill below the grave in the
door-yard.,  Long strings of fat mrkuiya
tread the tangled grass through the
orchard, chasing the grasshoppers. De-

low this orchard, half a mile awsy and
curving around in a muddy crescent, but
hidden by a young growth of trees, urc.-q'rn
Bull Hun., On the moerning of the battle
the broad corn-ields on the other side
and awsy out yonder, miles away over
the foot-hills, the federsl bayonets
glonmed by tena of thousands, They were
marching for Benuregad's rear, or rather
for the Midland line, by whichhe had come
up from theSouth, He had come out from
Munassas, four miles away, to stop this
movement, as all the world knows,  The
North was not tobo stopped.  Hence the
battle here.  DBut this is trenching on
history, and we must draw the line, Yon
